Commissioners Vote To Change 
Law, Build Jail In New Brockton 


The Coffee County Commissivu mic! 
in regular session on Monday. Dec. 14 
at the courthouse in Faterprise and 
adopted yet another plan tc satisfy the 
demands of both state and federal court 
orders concerning the jail situation in 
Coffee County. 

Monday's meeting began at 9 a.m. 
with all commissioners present. Present 
were Gilmer Grant, Billy Eagerton, Rex 
Boutwell, Charlie Mack Martin, Eugene 
Bradley, and Marvin Bowden, along 
with Chairman James L. Sawyer and 
Clerk Brunease Winston. 

The day's first order of business was 
to open bids on equipment for the 
County Highway Department--a bull- 
dozer and a pickup truck. Bids on the 
bulldozer came'from Joe Mooner Mach- 
inery--$33,000; Jeffcoat Equipment-- 
$32,499; $40,299 and $57,499 on three 
separate machines; Leary & Owens-- 
$42,960; Burford Equipment--546,759; 
and Tractor & Equipment Company-- 
$38,000, The county engineer examined 
the bids and reported a bid from 
Jeffcoat Equipment was low, however, 
a representative of another bidder 
declared the low bid was on a machine 
that did not meet all the specifica- 
tions, and a lengthy discussion took 
place. When it became obvious no 
decision would be reached, the commis- 
sion voted 4-2 to table the matter 
(voting no were Bradley and Bowden). 

The awarding of a contract for a 
pickup proved far less controversial, as 
only two bids were received. Bids were 
from Cook Chevrolet--37,934.11 and 


»Ray Hughes Chevrolet--$8,573.83, and 


the commission voted unanimously to 
uecept the low bid from Cook Chevrolet. 

Probate Judge James L. Sawyer 
ypassed.2out.. copies of an attorney 
generat’s opinion of the legality of his 
receiving an expense account as chair- 
man of the commission. The expense 
account's legality was questioned sev- 
eral weeks ago, but the attorney 
general's opinion was that it is legal. 

“The expense account in question is 
not uncommon,’’ stated Sawyer, *‘but 
the question did arise in Coffee County 
about its legality. The attorney general 
said it is legal, and 1 am glad to clear the 
record and clear my good name. That is 
not the way I do business."’ 

County Attorney Warren Rowe was 
next to address the commission, and he 
reminded the board they had 90 days 
from the date of the contempt ruling to 
answer the court order (March 7). He 
stated he hoped the sales tax referen- 
dum would be voted on March 2, giving 
the commission five days to make final 
plans. 

“‘On December 29,"’ added Rowe, 
“I must be in federal court in Mont- 
gomery to answer the federal law- 
suit. | guess everybody knows we are 
looking at building two jails, and the 
cost will be prohibitive. 1 have filed a 
motion of dismissal in the case, and we 
will find out then how we stand. I cannot 
represent the sheriff in the suit; he has 
gone on record as being opposed to the 
plans of the commission and I just can’t 
defend him and you both. The law does 
allow the commission to pay outside 
legal fees for the sheriff, and he has 
already contacted another attorney. In 
the past, I have defended Sheriff Paul, 
but in this instance there is no way I can 
defend him." 

The commission discussed paying 
the sheriff's legal fees, but stated the 
law said ‘‘they could,’’ not that they had 
to! It was also brought up that the 
attorney chosen by Sheriff Paul was 
representing two county residents in a 
suit against the commission, and the 
commission took no action on whether 
or not it would pay Sheriff Paul's legal 
expenses. 

Commissioner Marvin Bowden of- 
fered a resolution that he stated ‘would 
solve the county's jail woes."’ The 
resolution called for the commission to 
buy 8-10 acres ina north industrial park 
in Enterprise and build a suitable jail to 
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meet the needs of Coffee County. 
Commissioner Bradley seconded the 
motion, but it was defeated by a vote of 
4.2 (Bradley and Bowden cast the only 
affirmative votes). 

Commissioner Billy Eagerton then 
offered his own plan at solving both jail 
suits. He read a resolution asking the 
county legislators to introduce an act 
that would do three things--1,_abolish 
the act requiring a jail to be built in 
Enterprise; 2, abolish the act requiring 
a jail be maintained in the county seat 
(Elba); and 3. allow the commission to 
build a new jail in New Brockton. The 
resolution also stated the bill be ad- 
vertised this week so it could be 
introduced to the state legislature on 
January 15 and become law by January 
20. The motion was seconded by 
Commissioner Grant and it passed by a 
vote of 5-1 (the lone no vote was by 
Marvin Bowden). 

County Attorney Warren Rowe ex- 
plained there would be two separate 
acts involvyed--the proposed sales tax 
and Eagerton’s motion. ‘‘Theré will be 
no need to yote on the plan introduced 
by Commissioner Eagerton,” said 
Rowe, “‘all it needs is a legislative act to 
change the law.”" 

The new jail would be built large 
enough to meet the needs of the county, 
and while a 40-man jail is the size most 
often mentioned, at least two commis- 
sioners hinted the new jail would be no 
larger than 15-20-prisoner capacity. The 
smaller size would reportedly be plenty 
big enough to house county prisoners, 
but not state inmates. The proposed jail 
could be built on a 38-acre lot of county 
owned land adjacent to the Farm Center 
Complex, however, a previous-pian to 
renovate the Farm Center into a jail was 
mentioned and Commissioner Eagerton 
stated the plan was “indeed feasible.” 

Mr. Roy King of Elba met with the 
commission avd voiced a complaint 
about the sheriff's department. King 
stated he had a burglary at his home 
back in July and over $4,000 in guns 
were taken, but when he contacted 
Sheriff Paul, he was told all his depu- 
ties put in 40-hour work weeks, and he 
didn't have an investigator. Mr. King 
stated he employed a detective at his 
own expense and also bought a trained 
guard dog. 

**| don't make enough money to go 
out and hire a detective,"’ said King, 
**but I did because I want my guns back. 
They hold priceless sentimental value 
and I want them back! The detective 
and myself have put in long hours 
running down leads and a man is now in 
jail who is a suspect. However, the 
sheriff maintains he hasn't the time to 
do the investigation and keeps saying 
maybe they'll show up one day in the 
computer. That may take years. ! think 
it is the sheriff department's busi- 
ness to investigate my robbery.” 

King added he had called the 
attorney general's office and was told to 
meet with the county commission. 
**] don’t know where else to go,’’ said 
King. 

The commission informed King they 
couldn't tell Sheriff Paul how to run his 
office because he was elected by the 
people. They did agree to call in the 
sheriff and question him on the matter. 

Sheriff Paul came to the afternoon 
session of the meeting, and when told of 
King’s complaint, admitted, ‘‘There is a 
lot of truth in what he says, but it is a 
product of the 40 hour work week. 
When a crime occurs, a deputy does an 
initial investigation and files a report, 
and then when we have time we check 
into the matter further. In the past 14 
days approximately $10,000 in goods 
and livestock have been stolen and 
when our new patrol cars arrive I'll put 
Dep. Dennis Hobbs back to work as an 
investigator. [t will put our department 
further behind in delivering papers, but 
we're already two months behind, so, I 
guess it won't kill us. We have already 
cut down a lot of services to the people 


that they deserve to have, but we're 
doing the best we can. There is only so 
much you can do in a 40 hour week.” 

Comm. Rex Boutwell stated, ‘I 
want the people to know it wasn't the 
commission who got the 40 hour week 
passed, it was the Sheriff's Associa- 
tion.” Sheriff Paul replied, **No, it was 
the Deputy Sheriff's Association."’ And 
Boutwell said. ‘Well, the sheriffs sure 
helped them out!” 

Before leaving, Paul reported he 
was making changes at the jail to better 
serve the inmates and make the 
building look better. 

In other action at Monday's meeting 
the commission: 

***voted to appoint Victor Martin to 
replace Walter P. Lunsford on the 
Tabernacle-Clintonville Water Author- 
ity Board; 

***concurred with an A-95 Review 
(a request for federal funding), in the 
amount of $282,719 for the Southeast 
Alabama Heaith Systems Agency; 

***instructed County Engineer 
Charles Bowden to interview three 
applicants for the position of shop 
foreman and make a recommendation; 

***adopted the county financial 
statement for October 1980 through 
September 1981; 

***aoreed to send out invitations to 
bid on three garbage trucks owned 
by the county, and to open the bids on 
December 28; 

***adopted a resolution to amend 
the minutes of the November 23 
mecting and add to it amendments to an 
earlier sales tax resolution; 

***voted to pay a deposit for water 
hook-up at the voting house in Beat 22; 

***(old a county resident it would 
not give him a guarantee in writing that 
a dirt road’ weuld not be closed, but 
assured him the road was a public road 
and would be worked and kept open; 

***accepted Judge Eris Paul's law 
library and some personal office equip- 
ment for use as a county law library; 

***and, adjourned until Friday, 
Dec. 18, at 9:00 a.m.

When shopping in the convenience 
of your home, exercise care and keep a 
few tips in mind. Inspect each gift 
thoroughly before purchasing. Compare 
prices and check for similar mer- 
chandise at your local merchant. ‘‘Many 
consumers find identical items in their 
local retail stores and exchanging items 
after Christmas is much’ easier, 
Graddick said. ; 

According to the attorney general, if 

you sign a purchase agreement in your 
home or anywhere other than the 
seller's place of business, you have 
three days in which to cancel the 
agreement if you change your mind. 
“Make sure you cancel the order if 
writing within 72 hours, and the 
company must refund any deposit you 
put on the merchandise,” Graddick 
said. 

The attorney general's Consumer 
Protection Division also urges con- 
sumers to be aware of charities which 
may be collecting during the holiday 
season. Before you give, ask questions 
about the charity and how the money 
will be spent. “‘Make sure the money 
you give is actually going to help 
someone else have a better holiday and 
not into the collector's pocket, 
Graddick warns:

Federal Judge Varner is thinning out the jail and prison pop- 
ulation again with his order to release 352 inmates because 
of overcrowding. The list includes several listed as inmates in 
the Coffee County jail and at least one at the work release 
center. However, even with the recent action by the federal 
judge, the problems facing Coifec County have not gone away 
or even diminished in size. The elected officials and voters of 
the county are still faced with a federal suit on jail conditions 
in the Elba jail and a state suit to build a jail in Enterprise.

Well, we don't 
expect the proposal to become an official rule for several 
reasons. First and foremost, it ain't legal and another is that 
it is completely unenforceable. We can understand the 
frustrations key officials have when embarrassing news (true 
or false) hits the news, but that must be accepted as an 
identifying mark of any truely democratic society. 


The People’s Bank has scheduled their long anticipated move 
inte new quarters for Sunday afternoon.

The latter will take six or 
eight months. but the direction will already be to one jail 
rather than the present law requiring two.

Sulfoxide has been touted as 
the next wonder drug by 
some memb rs of the athletic 
community who say it's a 
panacea for injuries ranging 
from a sprained ankle to 
tendinitis. 

The greatest source of 
ontroversy about DMSO 
stems from the fact that it 
acts differently on different 
individuals. DMSO is even 
unpredictable when used by 
the same person, It may 
relieve pain one week and 
fail to do so the next 

However, despite its 
fickle characteristics. a few 
things are certain about 
DMSO. It's a mysterious, 
omplicated drug that gives 
the user body odor and 
breath. And it's 
banned for medical use by 
the Food and Drug Adminis- 
tration. 

Any physician, coach, or 
trainer who recommends the 


use of DMSO in a state 
where it is not legal for 
treatment is leaving him 


open to legal action. 

DMSO is certainly an 
unauthorized drug, and its 
therapeutic effects are con- 
troversial. Considering the 
unpredictability of the drug, 
a coach's or trainer's only 
alternative is to keep DMSO 
out of their training and 
locker rooms and to keep it in 
paint or other soivents where 
it belongs.

You said in your article that the Warhawks played an easy 
schedule. You failed to mention thai the Elba Tigers played 
six of the same teams that the Warhawks did. If you please, 
sir, compare the scores in those games. Elba beat Pike 
County by fourteen points. Daleville won by twenty-five. Elba 
beat Geneva by twelve points. Daleville won by thirty-two 
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Elba beat Daie County by twenty-four points. Daleville won 
by fifteen. Elba lost to Greenville by twenty points. Daleville 
lost by eleven. Elba beat Ashford by twenty-two points. 
Daleville won by twenty-five. In your article you implied that 
Luverne was a weak opponent. This same “‘weak opponent”’ 
beat the Elba Tigers by seven points. Daleville beat Luverne 
by eight 

Your article contained too many irrelevant facts. 
What do the games the Warhawks played in 1978 and 1979 
have to do with their present status? Since those years we 
have obtained a coaching staff and different team 
members. The 1981 Warhawks are a totally different football 
team 

I realize that the 1980 and 1981 football schedules were 
not as tough as some teams. However. these schedules were 
made out two to three years in advance. This year we had two 
or three dates to fill. Our coach tried to schedule games with 
some tougher opponents but the best he could get was 
Greenville. (a team that made it to the playoffs), and Vernon, 
Fia., (a Florida playoff team in 1980). You also did not like the 
fact that we piayed Clio in 1979. Clio was not a regularly 
scheduled game. Clio asked Daleville to play them during 
one of Daleville’s open weeks because they needed a game for 
their homecoming. As for our schedule next year, Daleville 
will play Elba. Opp. Andalusia. and Troy. 

Daleville High School is a 3A school. It is one of the 
smallest 3A schools in Alabama. At the present time, we have 
a total of 292 students in grades 10-12. Technically, this 
makes Daleville a 2A school. In 1980 when the last official 
count was made to determine our school's status, we had 34 
students too many to qualify as a 2A school. The 1981 
Daleville football team posted a 9-1 record. This was the best 
recorded in the history of the school. We at Daleville are very 
proud of our football team and our coaches. This year’s 
season instilled a pride in everyone ranging from the mayor 
down to the elementary students. 

Frankly, Mr. Mularz, | cannot see what you hoped to gain 
by writing an article that attacked and ridiculed our football 
team, Our season, and our pride. If your intent was to take 
away from the fine season that our football team had and to 
destroy our pride, then I am proud to tell you that you have 
failed. Daleville High School. along with the city of Daleville, 
will always remember the’ 1981 football season with pride 
because it truly was “the year of the Hawk!"

1981 Record 
Peanut Crop 


Reported 


Alabama's 1981 peanut 
crop has set a new record 
according to Commissioner 
of Agriculture and Industries 
McMillan Lane. ‘As of to- 
day, a record 306,000 tons 
have been inspected by the 
Department's Shipping Point 
Inspection Division." 

Commissioner Lane ex- 
plained, “although tonnage 
inspected sets a new record, 
all peanuts inspected were 
not produced in Alabama. 
Some peanut producers in 
neighboring states, living 
near the Alabama border, 
often sell their peanuts at 
buying points in Alabama.”" 

Alabama farmers planted 
210,000 acres for harvest this 
year, an increase of 10,000 
acres over last year. This 
increase in acreage resulted 
from a 7% increase in allot- 
ments. Practically all pea- 
nuts planted were the runner 
type variety. Only 19 tons of 
the Virginia type have been 
inspected in Alabama this 
season. 

Commissioner Lane 
states this year’s record crop 
had mostly favorable grow- 
ing conditions with adequate 
moisture available during the 
critical sizing season. Ideal 
harvesting conditions per- 
mitted farmers ample time 
for an orderly harvest. The 
quality of this year’s crop has 
been rated excellent with 
only one percent graded as 
poor quality or segregation 
Ill. Approximately 30% of 
last year’s disastrous crop 
rated poor quality. 

According to James H. 
Burnett, chief of Shipping 
Point Inspection Division, 
ost of Alabama's peanut 
shelling plants are extremely 
busy getting this year's crop 


‘into the marketing channel. 


He further states that ap- 


proximately 85% of the 1981 
crop will go into commercial 
channels with the remainder 
to be put into the govern- 
ment loan program.

FRUITS AND NUTS 

We get a lot of calls on 
varieties of fruit trees to 
plant in Coffee County. 
Apple varieties recommen- 
ded for this area are Brog- 
den and Anna. Both of these 
are red apples. Yellow va- 
rieties recommended are 
Wiregrass, Dorsett Golden 
and Ein Sheimer. Plant one 
or more red types with one or 
more yellow types. Use Ein 
Sheimer as a pollinator for 
Anna. 

Recommended pears for 
this county are Orient, Bald- 
win, Kieffer and Moongiow. 

Recommended peach va- 
rieties are Springcrest. June 
Gold, Maygold. Sentinel, 
Harvester, Loring, Summer- 
gold, Winblo, Redskin, Dixi- 
land and Springold. : 

Recommended plums are 
Shirley, Methley, Bruce, 
Morris, AU - Producer, 
Homeside, Crimson and 
Ozark Premier. 
GARDENING 

Dean Bond, our garden- 
ing specialist at Auburn, will 
be with us Monday night, 
January 11, and Tuesday 
morning, January 12, for 
some practical suggestions 
on improving gardening. 
Bond is an excellent garden- 
er and | know tkat a lot of 
people in this area will want 
to attend this meeting. 

We are not quite certain 
at this point where these two 
meetings will be held.

More and more people in 
Enterprise, Elba, New 
Brockton and Kinston have 
Started gardens in the past 
two years. We think this 
trend will continue. 

PECANS 

One of the best ways to 
prevent diseases and insects 
in pecan orchards is to keep 
the old limbs, leaves and 
nuts picked up. This is a 
good practice whether you 
have one tree or 100. 

It isn’t practical for most 
people to begin an all out 


spray program because ot 
the expense involved. Keep- 
ing the area under the trees 
clean is a practical way to cut 
down on diseases and in- 
sects. 

Incidentally. be sure to 
fertilize pecan trees with a 
mixed fertilizer. and also a 
nitrogen fertilizer by Febru- 
ary |. Pecans are made on 
new growth. Fertilize and 
nitrogen applied early will 
help assure that early growth 
which is needed to set a good 


crop. 
LAWNS 

We have had some frost 
recently and same _ cold 


weather. Most lawns will be 
going into a dormant stage 
very soon. January is a good 
time to remove the thatch 
from your lawn. Thatch is a 
buildup of old hay and run- 
ners which have accumulated 
on top of the lawn. If allowed 
to remain, thatch will dam- 
age your lawn. 

I use a dethatching ma- 
chine in January. I have been 
able to rent one of these 
machines which does an 
excellent job. You will be 
surprised at the amount of 
dead grass and debris that 
you will take out of your 
lawn. Removing this material 
improves aeration and allows 
air, moisture and nutrients to 


again penetrate the root sys- 
tem. 

If you haven't dethatched 
in the past two or three 
years, | would certainly re- 
commend getting one of 
these machines and taking 
care of this job. 

SAFETY 

Santa Ciaus will be ar- 
riving in Coffee County in 
about 240 hours. A fot of 
young people are excited 
about the things that Santa 
Claus will bring them. 

Among other things 
Santa Claus sometimes 
brings air rifles, 22 rifles, 
shot guns, bows and arrows 
and other presents. If you 
think Santa Claus is going to 
bring you one of these, you 
need to read up on safety 
precautions in using a gift of 
this kind. Probably one of the 
most important safety factors 
to remember is to never point 
a gun or bow and arrow or 
whatever at any person. Al- 
most all people resent having 
a gun pointed at them even 
in a playful manner. There is 
something about looking at 
the business end of a rifle or 
gun that turns people off. 

But whether Santa Claus 
brings you a gun or skates, 
be aware of the safety pre- 
cautions that are needed to 
operate safely.

Farmers Home Loaning 


To Area Farmers 


The following is an in- 
formative article, written by 
FmHA State Director Dale 
Newton Richey, regarding 
Farmers Home Administra- 
tion loans to farmers in this 
area. 

We are well aware that 
there has been some mis- 
understanding and some 
confusion as to our servicing 
and foreclosure policy. 

Agriculture secretary 
John Block, Under Secretary 
Frank W. Naylor, Jr., and 
FmHA Administrator, 
Charles Shuman, have re- 
peatedly stated in public that 
the agency will use all the 
tools at its command, to be as 
much help as possible to any 
farmer who stands a chance 
of success. This policy has 
been backed up by numer- 
ous written instructions to 
FmHA state offices. 

Some misunderstanding 
may arise from the fact that 
Farmers Home is reempha- 
Sizing its original intent--that 
is to provide — super- 
vised credit to farmers who 
cannot obtain financing 
through _ private credit 
sources and to provide close 
supervision and servicing of 
our loans. We are also re- 
emphasizing the ‘‘Gradua- 
tion’’ of borrowers from 
FmHA to private lending 
institutions whenever pos- 
sible. 

It may be that some 
groups and the media have 
jumped to the conclusion that 
more supervision and ser- 
vicing means more foreclo- 
sures. That conclusion is 
both unfortunate and erro- 
neous, 

In a policy statement, 
sent to field offices on Octo- 
ber 1, 1981, Administrator 
Shuman said -- and I quote: 

“The purpose of super- 
vision and servicing of de- 
linquent accounts is to help 
the borrower overcome his or 
her financial problems. and 
make the loan current. Our 
collection tactics should be 
firm but reasonable. Super- 
vision and servicing should 
not be confused with fore- 
closure, Foreclosures are ad- 
missions that we have failed. 
Everything in our power 
should be done to help the 
borrower to become current 
with foreclosure reserved as 
a last resort."’ 

That clear, strong policy 
direction has been followed 
up with more detailed in- 
structions. Each field office 
has been directed to handle 
delinquency problems on a 
case - by- case basis. Every 
borrower's financial situation 
is unique. Our efforts to help 
the borrower to succeed must 
take into account the indi- 
vidual situation. 

In dealing with delin- 
quent accounts, we are mak- 
ing every effort to stay with 
our borrowers - on a year- 
by-year basis - if they have 
met the following conditions: 

--acted in good faith in 
trying to meet agreements 
with FmHA; 

--have made an honest 
effort to keep their loan 
current but have been unable 
to because of conditions be- 
yond their control; 

--have applied recom- 
mended and recognized suc- 
cessful production and finan- 
cial management practices; 

--have a reasonable 
chance to accomplish the 
loan objective; and 

--have maintained and ac- 
counted for security prop- 
erty. 

I think it is important 
point Mr. Chairma 
that Farmers Home borrow- 
ers are considered delin- 
quent if they are more than 
10 dollars or 15 days behind 
in their scheduled payments. 
The reality of the situation, 


out, 


of course, is that many 
farmers have more serious 
problems. The general eco- 
nomic situation coupled with 
relatively low farm prices 
and natural disasters have 
caused some financial hard- 
ship. In Alabama, as in the 
rest of the country, we are 
doing everything we can to 
help our borrowers work 
through whatever problems 
they may have. 

The problems, however, 
should be kept in perspec- 
tive. The national FmHA 
foreclosure figures are run- 
fing at about the same rate 
they have for the last several 
years. Out of the farm loan 
portfolio of 283,000 loans, 
voluntary conveyances and 
foreclosures total 201. That is 
about seven one-hundredths 
of one percent of outstanding 
loans. 

The situation in Alabama 
is not much different than it 
is nationally. Out of 7695 
outstanding loans this year, 
we know of 50 possible fore- 
closures. These foreclosures 
in most cases will be volun- 
tary. The farmer himself will 
decide that it is impossible to 
continue. 

It is difficult, and some- 
times risky, to peer into the 
future. The outlook for the 
near future appears to lie in 
supporting President Rea- 
gan’s policies and in imple- 
menting and maintaining the 
Administration's economic 
recovery program.

ver, or your choice of color. 
Maybe a bit of just plain old 
pine needles will help. You 
should be able to find mistle- 
toe in a hardwood tree close 
by. Use a long pole to knock 
it out of the host tree. I think 
everyone knows what mistle- 
toe is. 

Use the holly on the 
dining table as a centerpiece, 
or make one using materials 
from the forest. The Christ- 
mas tree can be deocrated 
using colored pine cones, 
colored sweetgum balls, in 
addition to your regular dec- 
orations. Use holly, vines, 
pine cones, and sweetgum 
balls to form a wreath for 
your door. Many of the fruits 
and nuts grow on trees and 
they are especially delightful 
at Christmas time. 

A lot of gifts such as: 
valet sets, gun cabinets, 
dining room tables and 
chairs are made of wood. 
Even the wrapping paper is 
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mnt on 
these gifts from the forest, 
maybe most of the enjoyment 
will come from sharing the 
moment with your family as 
you collect these gifts from 
the forest.

Forest Tree Planting 
Information Is Given 


By BOB DEVAUGHAN

Forest tree planting is an 
important activity in Ala- 
bama. For the past few 
years, Alabama landowners 
have planted an average of 
90 million seedlings a year, 
most of which were grown in 
state nurseries. These seed- 
lings are grown in three 
nurseries maintained by the 
state and are provided to the 
public at a charge approxi- 
mating the actual cost of 
production. 

The’ primary species 
planted in Alabama are Lob- 
lolly and Slash pine, how- 
ever, Longleaf, Shortleaf and 
Virginia pines, Eastern Red- 
cedar, Arizona and Bald 
Cypress, lespedeza bicolor, 
and several species of hard- 
woods are available. In addi- 
tion to regular run seedlings.

AVOID CHRISTMAS 
TREE CRISIS 

The Christmas tree is 
usually the center of holiday 
celebrations. And an impor- 
tant part of having a safe 
Christmas means having a 
fresh tree, properly set up, 
with safe trimmings and 
lights. Here are tips you 
might use when selecting 
and trimming a tree. 

Selection: The best insur- 
ance against fire is to buy a 
fresh tree and keep it fresh. 
To tell if the tree is too dry, 
bend the  needles--they 
shouldn't break. Tap the tree 
on the ground. If the needles 
fall, the tree is too dry. 

To be on the safe side, 
don't take the tree in the 
house until seven to 10 days 
before Christmas. Before 
taking it in, hold a candle 
flame under a twig. If the 
twig continues to burn after 
the flame is removed, don't 
use the tree. Once inside, 
give your tree a quart of 
water daily. 

Mounting: Make sure the 
tree is mounted in a stand 
that is large enough. Choose 
a stand which has wide- 


. Spread legs. If the tree is still 


unstable, fasten it with thin 
guide wires to the walls or 
ceilings. 

Never set up your tree 
near direct heat--radiators, 
open flame or woodstoves. 
Consider traffic areas. Will 
people bump into the tree? 
Will the tree block an exit if it 
falls? 

Trimming: Look at those 
old trimmings you've been 
storing for years. Discard 
decorations made of paper, 
cotton and other flammable 
materials. 

Defective tree lights can 
cause fire and even elec- 
trocution. Metal trees can 
become charged with elec- 
tricity from faulty lights, so 
never use electric lights on 
this type of tree. 

Instead, use a colored 
spotlight placed well away 
from the tree. Natural trees 
will not conduct current, but 
they will burn. Discard any 
light sets, with frayed cords, 
cracked sockets or loose con- 
nections. Turn off ail tree 
lights when you go to bed or 
leave home. And, of course, 
never use candles on or near 
the tree. 

The following trimmings 
can also be hazardous: 

Leaded tinsel: It is poi- 
sonous if swallowed by pets 
or children. 

Angel hair: It irritates 
skin and eyes. Wear gloves 
when handling it, or better 
yet, substitute non-flam- 
mable cotton for ange! hair. 

Artificial snow: This sub- 
Stance can irritate lungs if 
inhaled. When sprayed on 
angel hair and non-flam- 
mable cotton, artificial snow 
changes them into flam- 
mable materials. Follow the 
label directions carefully 
when using it. 

SERVICE CONTRACTS 

When you buy appili- 
ances, take a serious look at a 
service contract. 

In a way, it’s a form of 
insurance. You prepay a set 
sum for service after your 
warranty for. the appliance 
has expired. 

Consider first how much 
you use the appliance and 
how many moving parts it 
contains. Machines such as 
washers, dryers and dish- 
washers have more moving 
parts than, say a range or 
refrigerator, therefore are 
more likely to break down. 

Before purchasing a ser- 
vice contract, find out the 
obligations of the seller such 
as 

--what is covered? Any 
labor costs? Number of calls 
alloted; 

--time limitations, if any.

DECORATIONS 

Tis a few days before 

Christmas and you don’t 


have any decorations. Don't 
panic--there are several ways 
you can decorate your home 
for the holidays. 

Use greenery and bows 
throughout the house. In the 
kitchen, fill a pitcher or bowl 
with branches and tie on 
some small bows. For the 
den, put on greenery in a 
basket with pine cones. 

Or, let some branches 
extend from behind the top 
of your favorite picture hang- 
ing in the bedroom. Not only 
is the greenery attractive, 
but it will also make your 
house smell good. 

Another easy way to dec- 
orate is to wrap empty boxes 
with colorful paper and 
bows. Why not pile small 
packages together for a table 
decoration and large ones 
near a favorite chair or in the 
foyer. 

Try turning a straw place- 
mat into an attractive door or 
wall decoration. Wire a small 
piece of foam to the center of 
the mat. Insert greenery into 
the foam until it’s covered, 
then add a bright bow.

species can be had also. 

Persons who submitted 
orders for seedlings during 
the summer will be able to 
start picking up their trees 
about December 1. The nur- 
sery from which the trees 
were ordered should be con- 
tacted for a more exact date. 
Ideally, seedlings should be 
planted immediately upon 
delivery. If this is not pos- 
sible. they can be stored in 
bundles in a cool place, 
protected from sun, wind, 
and freezing. Bundles should 
be stacked loosely and not 
over three deep. Spacers 
(2°'x4"" or 4°'x4"") should be 
placed between layers and 
the bundles stacked with one 
end elevated to ensure pro- 
per drainage. Trees should 
be watered on arrival, and at 
least every other day there- 
after. This method of storage 
is best for periods of up to 
three weeks. For longer peri- 
ods the bundles should be 
broken open and the seed- 
lings heeled-in in a V-shaped 
trench in loose, moist soil 
and protected from sun, 
wind, and freezing. Seed- 
lings should be spread even- 
ly in the trench being care- 
ful not to bend the tap roots. 
Cover the roots with soil, 
pack firmly and water as 
needed, 

Pianting may be accom- 
plished either by machine or 
by hand. The terrain of the 
area and amount of site pre- 
paration done will largely 
determine which method is 
used. In either case the 
success of the planting will 
depend largely upon proper 
handling of the seedlings and 
correct planting techniques. 
Once the bundies of seed- 
lings are broken open, care 
should be taken to protect 
the seedling roots from wind 
and sun to prevent drying 
out. In planting the most 
important step is to ensure 
that the tap root of each 
seedling is straight in the 
soil. There are other pre- 
cautions which should be 
followed and proper super- 
vision of the operation is 
essential to ensure adequate 
survival of the planted seed- 
lings.

A BILL TO BE ENTITLED 
AN ACT 

Relating to Coffee Coun- 
ty; to authorize the County 
Commission to construct a 
jail or renovate existing pro- 
perty into a jail in New 
Brockton; to remove any 
obligation regarding the con- 
struction or maintenance of 
any jail in another locality; to 
provide who shall use the 
jail; to repeal certain conflict- 
ing laws; and to provide for 
the funding of said jail. 


BE IT ENACTED BY THE 
LEGISLATURE OF 
ALABAMA: 

Section 1. It is the legis 
lative intent of this act that 
the Coffee County Commis- 
sion construct 4 jail or reno- 
vate existing property for a 
jail in New Brockton. Ala 
bama, and that said jail shall 


be used by both county 
divisions of the judicial cir- 
cuit encompassing Coffee 
County. 

Section 2. The Coffee 


County Commission is here- 
by authorized to construct a 
jail or renovate existing prop- 
erty into a jail and maintain 
said jail in New Brockton. At 
the time said new jail in New 
Brockton has been construct- 
ed or renovated and is ready 
for occupancy, all other coun- 
ty jails in the county shall 
cease to function and shall no 
longer be county jails. This 
act shall have no effect on 
city jails. At that time, the 
County Cimmission shall not 
be obligated to construct or 
maintain a jail at any other 
locality within the county 
Until the opening of the new 
the 


jail in New Brockton, 
present jails shall continue to 
function in their present 


capacity 

Section 3. The jail in New 
Brockton shall be used to 
house all persons ordered to 
jail within the county, re 
gardless of which portion or 
division of the judicial cir- 
cuit encompassing Coffee 
County has jurisdiction of 
said person 

Section 4, That portion of 
Act 164, Regular Session 
1907. as amended (Acts of 
1907. p. 279), which author- 
izes the construction and 
maintenance of a jail in 
Enterprise is hereby  re- 
pealed. That portion of Act 
3o4. Regular Session 1851, 
as amended (Acts of 1849-51, 
p. 454), which authorizes the 
construction and mainten- 
ance of a jail in Elba is 
hereby repealed. Any other 
local law which conflicts with 
the provisions of this act 
shall be repealed insofar as 
said act conflicts with this 
act 

Section 5. Any other law 
to the contrary notwithstand- 
ing. including Act 81-1207, 
1981 Third Special Session, 
the County Commission may 
use any or all of the tax

ot a new jail or the renovation 
of existing property for a jail 
and the maintenance of said 
jail in New Brockton.

‘Instructors ad- 
vise us ahead of time what 
they want and when they 
want it on the monitor and 
we take care of the details. 
This means they will not 
have to have a projector sent 
to their room or have to set 
up and adjust a projector. 
They get the movie or pro- 
gram desired at the time 
requested with no wasted 
time."" 


The closed circuit is also 
used to evaluate students 
and instructors. For ex- 
ample, if Mrs. Pansy Wal- 
den, swimming instructor, 
wanted to show her swim- 
ming students how they ap- 
pear when swimming, Vick- 
ers will film a class session 
and she can use it to show 


the students what they are - 


doing wrong or right. Also, 
instructors can be videotaped 
while presenting a lesson 
and later view the tape to 
find ways of improving.
